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WHAT ARE A-LEVELS? 


A-Levels are one of the most popular 
routes to university. If you decide to 
study A-Levels, you will choose 3 or 4 
subjects to study over the course of 2 
years. A-Level subjects are academic 
by nature, so you wouldn’t typically find 
the hands-on, practical learning that you 
would expect from a Technical course for 
example. 

If you enjoy academic learning and don’t 
want to tie yourself down to a specific 
career path at this point in time, then 
A-Levels could be the right option for you. 
If you already know what career or trade 
you want to work in, you might find a 
Technical qualification or Apprenticeship a 
better option. 


Similar to GCSEs, A-Levels are 
assessed through exams which 
take place at the end of the 2 year 
programme and your final grade is very 
much dependent on how prepared you 
are.

MOTOR VEHICLE - AUTO ELECTRICAL SPECIALIST 

The Auto Electrical Specialist course will provide you with the 
foundation knowledge needed to become a successful auto 
electrician working within a motor vehicle garage. 

You will study in our world-class Regional Automotive 
Technology Hub (RATH), which was developed with leading 
car manufacturers and features a commercial garage and 
dealership, offering MOT testing and the opportunity to work on 
real customers’ cars. You will learn engine electrical systems, 
external lighting systems, start and charge systems and 
mechanical components. 


SCIENCE 

You will cover a variety of science topics to give you an 
introduction into this exciting subject. These will include 
investigating crime scene evidence, making chemical products, 
experiments and the testing of the quality of such products. In 
addition you will carry out research into a science topic, plus 
you will also gain experience of working with others and how to 
organise your work to be the most competent learner you can 
be. You will have a mix of classroom based learning sessions 
to get to grips with the theory plus practical sessions to see 
science in action. 
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WHAT ARE THEY? 

Apprenticeships are ideal if you know the 
career you want to get started on. It is a 
real job with training, which allows you 
to earn whilst you learn and gain skills 
you can take with you into any future 
employment. 

The Apprenticeship programme is 
designed with the help of employers and 
offers you a structured programme that 
will coach you through the skills you need 
to succeed. 

There are different levels of 
Apprenticeships available, depending on 
your skills and qualifications: 

□ Intermediate Apprenticeship (Level 2)

Employers will always 
pay you at least the minimum wage.
